The Case Against Abe Rttef. 


In an apologetic tone the San Francisco Chronicle says "Abe 


Ruef i« entitled to a fair trial." Why should there be any hesita- 
tion or trepidation about stating an elementary principle of law 
embodying the primary element of justice?a Every person accused 
of cnme—not Abe Ruef alone, or anybody else—is entitled to a 
fair trial, which means a trial fairly conducted in accordance with 
the law before an impartial judge and an. honest jury fairly drawn. 
This fundamental proposition has been disputed and derided, so 
often of late, and those suggesting or adverting to it subjected to 
such virulent abuse, that we see a great journal like the Chronicle 
announcing its position in a gingerly fashion as if there was some- 
thing reprehensible in stating the basic principle of all juris- 


prudence. 


What should be surveyed critically and dispassionately are the 


methods and aims of the prosecution Rudolph Spreckels is conduct- 
ing. Xo decent person can, or will object to Ruef being prosecuted 
in good faith to the limit of the law. That he should be tried fairly 
is^not a debatable proposition. The matter for discussion is whether 
Ruef is not being prosecuted for refusal to commit perjury rather 
than for the crime of briber}', and whether the effort to convict him 
now is not merely a preparatory step to coerce him into becoming 
a plastic witness for Spreckels and Heney, with another immunity 
bath in the backg-.ound. The suspicion is general in the community 
that the prosecution of Ruef is> being pushed at this time, not with 
intent to punish him fcr the multitude of offenses laid at his door, 
but with the design of extorting from him the testimony which 
Spreckels and Hcney desire :n the trolley cases, and which he has 
declared under oath would be perjury. This raises a vital question 
touching the very root and Ide of the administration of justice. 


Ruef belongs to the worst type of political boss. That he ex- 


ercised a baneful and corrupting influence on politics and public 
morals is unquestionably true, that he is under popular ban is a 
notorious fact; that he'should be made a salutary example of, if 
found guilty none will deny. But Ruef is no worse now than when 
Spreckels and Heney gave him a grant of immunity, and which they 
annulled on the ground that he refused to give^in court the testi- 
mony they assumed was to be the quid pro quo for immunity. The 
man they were willing to give freedom and the undisturbed enjoy- 
ment of his iniquitous gains in April, 1907, they are prosecuting 
under pretense of performing a moral duty in April, 1908. It is in 
the a<r that a new deal between Ruef and the prosecution is immi- 
nent. Thf- convictiou Is strong in theipublic mind that the convic- 
tion of the ex-boss is sought as a preliminary to another secret trade 
for testimony. Every move the prosecution has made during the 
last eleven months justifies the suspicion, and hence there is a 
strong repttgi.ance to allowing Ruef to be made a defenceless and 
pliant instrument m the hand.s of men who are not trying to punish 
crime but ar? seeking to perpetrate a great wrong. The manifesta- 
tion of this feeling is not sympathy for Ruef or tolerance for his 
misdeeds, but is a protest against injustice and conspiracy against 
public decency and righteous administration of law. 


It is the general expectation that if Ruef is convicted or pleads 


guilt\ to the charge of attempted bribery in the Parkside case, he 
will be presented by the prosecution as a witness for the State in 
the trolley cases. That of course will imply a new grant of im- 
munity, no matter what the parties may say or swear to. The ques- 
tion before the public in that event would not be whether the man 
Heney, Langdon, Burns et al. have denounced under oath as a con- 
summate liar is a credible witness, but whether the instrumentalities 
of the law had not been employed to extort perjury from a man who 
let him be ever so debased, has thus far, at great peril, ignominy 
and enormous expense to 
himself, resisted the temptation 
per- 


sistently lau.' before him to perjure his soul to aid in the conviction 
of innocent men. 


Rudolph Spreckels is not going to run for office, so he says. 


However, his good horse Milpitas is going to run for money this 
afternoon at the race track. 


Currency Reform and the Bankers. 


Barkers all over the country are protesting against the Aldrich 


currency bill which has already passed the Senate and seems in a 
fair way to go through the Holise as a party measure. This opposi- 
tion illustrates the inability of financiers to agree upon any scheme 
of currency reform, although for many years the banking interests 
have with practical unanimity been demanding that Congress pro- 
vide a better currency system. It is the old story of the doctors 
disag-eeing while the patient languishes. 


Congress would have acted long ago, but for the widely diverg- 


ent and conflicting views held by men who make finance a business 
and who profess to be authorities on the subject. They agree that 
something should be done and urge action upon Congress, but the 
moment any measure is proposed a general disagreement ensues. 
They are not in accord eithei as to diagnosis or remedy, although 
they are unanimously of the opinion that our present currency is 
radically imperfect and full of dangerous possibilities. 


But if bankers and financiers are unable to agree upon any rem- 


edy for the financial ills which are conceded by all to prevail, how 
are men who are not versed or trained in finance to decide what is 
the right thing to do? It is demanded that Congress do something 
the bankers confess their inability to do, and is reproached for fail- 
ure to legislate on a matter of grave public importance. The bank- 
ers hold conventions and discuss currency reform among themselves, 
but have thus far failed to present any adequate plan of relief or 
evolve a policy on which they can -substantially agree. They dis- 
cuss and discuss, and end by continuing to disagree. 


The Aldrich bill in the Fowler bill in the House were drawn 


to meet the demand for currency legislation. They are radically 
different, but each was Inspired by the banking interests. Now the 
banking interests cannot agree upon either, or present a substitute 
on which they can unite. 
The situation is very discouraging to 


Congress, which is manifestly ready and anxious to do its duty in 
the p-emises, but is beset by warring factions among the bankers. 
•The financiers ought to stop iheir contentions and get together be- 
fore yelling a* Congress to drive on and then shouting for it to 
ttop, or take the ether road when it starts.

Death at Last Ends Suffering of 


Brave Chinese Who Saved 


Train From Wreck. 


LOS ANGELES, April 10.—Tears of 
pain and an agonizing death followed 
the brave act of Wong Chung Sue, a 
Chinese ranchman who seven years 
ago saved the lives of scores of pas- 
sengers by closing an open switch on 
the Southern Pacific railroad. 
Wong 
died at the county hospital yesterday. 
For seven :years he had lain flat on 


his back praying for death to end his 
misery 
All that time hj? was the most 
patient and uncomplaining man In the 
Institution. 
The Chinaman had a ranch on one 


of the southern branches of the South- 
ern Pacific. He came upon a switch 
that had been opened by tramps. A 
passenger train was due and "Wong 
started to turn the switch In place He 
clung to the switch rod until the train 
was almost upon him and then threw 
himself bodily upon the lever. 
The 
rail swung Into place just as the trsiin 
hit it. Wong fell forward and a step 
of one of the co.iches struck him across 
the 
back, breaking 
his spine. 
The 
train kept on to Los Angeles. In the 
meantime the suffering Chinaman lay 
In the hot 
sun, paralyzed from 
the 
waist flown and almost crazed with 
thirst. 
Late that night h<; was found by the 
crew of a handcar and sent to 
the 


hospital, and for a time the surgeons 
despaired of his life. 
A heavy plaster cast was fixed to 
Wong's body and he remained in It un 
til he died.

The witness testified that he had Te- 
celved from Dr. Hamlln a stomach, in- 
testines and kidneys of a human being 
and was told to make a chemical exam- 
ination of the same

of the remains of Mrs. Carmln.

found, he said he did and found from 
a third to a half a grain of strychnine. 
At this point counsel for the defense, 
Hugh Mclaaa.cs, examined the witness 
to find out If he was an expert chemist 
and whether or not he W»B qualified to 
testify. 
Mclsaac* asked the wltnen to 
gKe a complete description of an exam 
ination for strychnine.
